Mr. Murphy sskad whathar on tha quaation of ramification aohanss*s*l' 
voting proeaduraa for an last daman-flaat daman aosslsaloa, thara was asy

Dr. Orawa pointad out tha Fadaral Republic •• 
oppoaition to parity batwaan tha two oidaa which waa indeed a matter af party 
politico* Tha Sooialiata havs advanced tha idaa of abaoluta parity batwaan 
reprseentatlves of tho two parta of Oernany. Dr. Orawa wondarad why it waa 
nacaaaary to go ao far into tho dttaila of tha operation of tha mixed eommlesion. 
Mr. Murphy pointed out tha publio ralationa and psychological aapeeta of tha 
Woatorn package and tha importance of aaaalng to propoae a bualnaaalika, con- 
structive aolution. wo must clothe our propoeale in reality although we are 
aware that there la little likelihood of Soviet acceptance. Mr, Murphy 
adverted to the French raaarratlena on the sedurity parta of tha package baaed 
on tha ground that it waa a nlstska to aeparate out eleaente of the August 1957 
dlaaraasasat package. But, said Mr. Murphy, if you ramoved frow tha present 
paeksge the force reductions propossd we should be losing a specific proposal 
whieb contributes auch to the public appeal of the package. Dr. Orewe said 
tha Chancellor, would obviously want to put in as auch in ths way of disarmament 
proposals as possible* 

Mr. Murphy referred to tha daman proposal that Berlin bs discussed first 
with the Soviets, before discussion of the Western package, and characterised 
this as a false approach. Dr. Orewe said ha waa unaware of the reason for 
!i dB - ? wln Portion. Mr. Vigderean pointed out that in western conception 
the Berlin problea should ba settled in the contest of a settlement of the 
Oeraan problea. To discuss Berlin first saounted to a repudiation of this 
thesis.

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Mr. Murphy then referred to the U.S. view that the Western proposal* I 
should be tabled in detail eariy in the conference. Dr. Orewe pointed out 
that we had the same idea in Geneva in 1955. This proposal suffers from 
the disadvantage that if the entire Western position is tabled at once, 
there would be nothing to offer on the next days of the conference. Mr. Murphy 
countered that after discussion of the Western proposals and their rejection, 
we might put in our proposals on Berlin in isolation. In any ease, having a 
tabled our package, we would have had the benefit of having laid down a 
constructive general proposal to advance the cause of peace and the relaxation 
of tensions. Doleing out the Western position with a teaspoon would not be 
constructive. Mr. Kohler pointed out that in any case, we would not likely 
make any progress with the Soviets and we should keep our attention focused 
on the necessity for winning public support. Mr. Murphy said there were 
plenty of topics in the Western package which would provide suitable 
opportunity for extended debate. 

Or. Orewe recalled the history of the Geneva conference as it related 
to the timing of the tabling of the Western proposals, recalling how difficult 
it had been to put forward additional proposals after the firet major proposals 
had been put in. 

Mr. Murphy turned to the mueotlon of the settlement of the Eastern 
frontier* of Germany. Or. Orewe said the Germans had in mind repeating their 
declaration that they would not use foroe to change existing frontiers and 
that the Oermans might agroe£lhis bilaterally with the Poles and Cseohs* 
Minister Krapf suggested that this proposal, particularly as it might bs 
linked with the resumption of diplomatic relations, might be savsd for the 
period after the conference* 

Mr. Murphy agreed that this would depend on the atmosphere of the conference. 
He pointed out that while there had been some relaxation by the Russians of 
the tensions they had created, it was alwaye possible that the Russians could, 
at any point, increase these tensions, but if Mr. Xhruschev had decided to 
taet Western firmness, he would find equal firmness on our side. 

Or. Orewe referred to hie forthcoming conversation with the Chanoellor 
and the Foreign Minister in Cadenabbia where, he thought, it might be possible 
to reeurrect some of the good ideas previously advanced. Mr. Kohler rejoined 
that it was a good thing to have some fallback and oountermeaeure plans. 
Much work, he said, is still to be done. But it was first nooesssry to agree 
on a besio approach to the Russians. We must have a base from which tonaneuver. 
Accordingly the urgent talk was the coordination of the Western position on the 
Working Group report* Dr. Orewe agreed. 

Dr. Pauls asked rtiat had developed. In the conversation between the 
Secretary and Mr* Hammerakjold* Mr* Murphy replied that Mr* Hammerakjold 
wished to be kept informed generally on Otrman matter* so he could hold 
himeelf in readiness to act* Ifenmirikjold 1* aware of French opposition to 
UN intervention in Berlin crisis, but Mr. Murphy pointed out that we oould 
not ignore the UN* 
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
